1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 
limitations of (in combination with all other limitations in the claims), a data extraction 
unit configured to extract access data from the Web page accessed by the access unit 
in order to use the access data for accessing access destination pages accessible 
through the Web page and a printing unit configured to print the Web page accessed by 
the access unit and the access data extracted by the data extraction unit, together with 
an entry column and a specific code, on a printing medium, the entry column being 
provided for making a user to enter a command content for requesting a process for the 
access data extracted by the data extraction unit, the specific code being provided for 
specifying correspondence of the entry column to the access data, as set forth in 
claim(s) 1, 17, 30, and 31.
